Mrs. Freida Yamamoto, whose maiden 
name was Gast, filed suit for divorce 
from Yukinobu Yamamoto, a Japanese, 
owner of a roly-poly concession at Del- 
mar Garden, Saturday morning. 

They were married in Springfield, I1., 
Sept. 8, 1910; and separated Friday. In 
her petition the wife says the devotion of 
the Jap only lasted a few months and 
one of the first uses he made of the 
improved English he acquired after. his 
marriage was to tell his wife that she 
and all the other white girls were ‘‘no 
good,’’ This spring she says her hus- 
band grew more violent in his antipathy 
and used her as'a target for coffee cups 
and other missles. 

Mrs. Yamamoto says her hugband has 
an income of $300 a week from his con- 
cession and has $5000 in the bank. She 
asks an injunction restraining him from 
secréting his money and also asks res- 
toration of her maiden name, Gast. 
Mrs. Yamamoto is the daughter of 
Mrs. Anna Pappas, whose second hus- 
band is a Greek, At the time of the 
wedding the girl lived at 919 North 
Taylor avenue.

Miss Edna Reigert’s Letter to 
Jack Kirshoff Indicates Previ- 
ous Threat to End Life. 








FEARED BEING ‘IN THE WAY’ 


Telis Members of Employer’s 
Family Goodnight, Before 
Taking Fatal Draft. 





Miss Edna Reigert, 17 years old, drank 
carbolic acid at the home of her em- 
ployer, J. M. Merz, at 2326 South Comp- 
ton avenue, Friday night and died an 
hour later at the city hospital. She 
left a sealed note addressed to Jack 


Kirchoff, 1801 Sidney street. The Cor- 
oner opened the note. It read: 

Dear Jack—Do you remember what 
I told you I was going to do? And 
I did, too. Dear Jack, don’t forget 
me, for you, know that I always 
loved you and I think you love me. 
I told you that you would never see 
me alive any more. Did I tell the 
truth or not? Now I will be gone 
and out of everybody’s way, which 
I was always in.

And what did 
I tell you? And you said: ‘Don’t 
be so foolish, Edna,” but I was not 
foolis after: all, was I?

Entéring Miss Reigert’s room, he found 
her lying across her bed.. A _ bottle 
which had contained carbolic acid lay 
on the floor. Dr. Kesseler advised that 
she be hurried to the city hospital. She 
died while antidotes~were being admin- 
istered there. 

At the Mery home Saturday it was said 
Miss Reigert was always cheerful, and 
it was not known that she had any 
young men friends. 

Miss Reigert had told members of the 
Merz family that her mother, Mrs. John 
Joseph, lived at 2440 Lemp avenue.

Silent as to Reason,

at the performanée recently given in the 
Century Theater by the Dramatic Club, 
an exclusive society organization. 

Mrs. Smith did not give her reason for 
declining to take part in the vaudeville, 
A Post-Dispatch reporter who called at 
the Smith residence, 44837 McPherson 
avenue, was told that Mrs. Smith was 
out. A young woman who answered the 
bell said Mrs. Smith would not sing at 
Delmar Garden Saturday evening and 
asserted she did not know why.

Boy Named Glen Adonis. Gilbert 
Is Jerry Moynihan’s Heir, Ac- 
cording to Testament-Filed. 








Attorney William B. Thompson 
iled Saturday at the Courthouse 
what is purported to be the will of 
Jerry Moynihan, a recluse who died 
about a year ago, leaving an estate 
valued at about $60,000, for which 
many contestants are striving. 

The will, which was dated Aug, 25, 
1899, ‘at Galena, Ill., where Moynihan 
then resided, leaves the entire estate, 
with the exception of enough to pay 
Moynihan’'s debts, to a boy named 


Glen Adonis Gilbert. 
Attached to the will is an agreement 


in which Moynihan and the boy’s moth- 


ér, Mrs. Francis Cole, declare them- 
selves the rightful parents of the boy. 
Mrs. Cole, who resided at Dixon, Ill} at 
that time, is named executrix. 

Moynihan was supposed to have been 
a bachelor. The list of persons contest- 
ing for his property includes supposed 
relatives of all ages and degrees of 
kinship and from many parts of the 
United States. Hearings on the settle- 
ment of the claims are scheduled for 
next Tuesday. 

Among the claimants for Moynihan’s 
estate are many who say they are his 
widows. about twenty who are certain 
they are his children, 40 brothers and 
sisters and more-than double that num- 
ber of nephews, nieces, cousins, uncles 
and aunts. 

‘Public Administrator Troll has re- 
ceived letters from claimants in Russia, 
Ireland, Kentucky, Ohio, California, 
Oregon, Maine and Georgia. Two of the 
writers declare Moynihan was a Russian 
Jew and that he changed his name. 
They were his cousins, they believe.

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AUTO LAW UPHELD, 
DRIVER MUST STOP 
AFTER AGUIDENT 


Supreme Court So Decides on 
Appeal of Forrest E. Kneedler 
of St. Louis. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEr fERSON CITY, June 1—The 

automobile law, including the section 
which makes it a felony for a driver or 
owner to attempt to escape identification 
after an accident, is valid according to 
a decision of Judge Ferris in Division 
No. 2 of the Supreme Court today. This 
opinion was given in the habeas corpus 
proceedings instituted by Forrest E. 
Kneedler of St. Louis, who was arrested 
for violating this provision of the law 
when his car, driven by Ernest Combs, 
hit and killed Frank Farrar. 
His attorneys attacked the validity of 
section 12 of the law because it vio- 
lated that provision of the State Con- 
stitution which Says, ‘‘No person shall 
be compelled to testify against himself 
in a criminal cause.” 

Called Testimony Against Self, 
The argument was made that if an 
automobilist stops to give his name and 
address after an accident in which he 
is likely to be prosecuted, he is thereby 
being deprived of the right guaranteed 
to him by the Constitution. 

Judge Ferris said the statute could 
not be invalidated because the question 
is raised that the testimony given by 
a man to the police might be used 
against him in a criminal cause. 

‘The statute is a simple police regula- 
tion. It does not make the accident a 
crime. If a crime is involved, it arises 
under some other statute. It does not 
attempt, In terms, to authorize the ad- 
mission of information in a criminal 
proceeding. The mere fact that the 
driver discloses his identity is no evi- 
dence of guilt, but rather of innocence," 
said Judge Ferris.

Health Department Counts on 
Help of Pupils of Public and 
Parochial Schools. 














The St. Louis Health Department ig 
planning to enlist the aid of all pupil§ 
of public and parochial schools in rid 
ding the city of mosquitoes, in line with 
the Post-Dispatch’s suggestion that such 
a campaign against the malaria-breeding 
pests could be made as successful hefe 


as in the Panama Canal zone. 
Dr. G. A. Jordan, Assistant Health 
Commissioner, told a Post-Dispatch fe- 
porter Saturday that, following reports 
made to him by his five mosquito in- 
spectors, he had decided to distribhte 
150,000 circulars calling the attention of 
property owners and school children to 
the necessity of aiding in the elimina- 
tion of mosquitoes. 
The children will be asked to repoft to 
their teachers or to Dr. Jordan when- 
ever they find ponds or other stagding 
water in which mosquitoes abound, 

Pests in Glue Vats.: 
Dr. Jordan says his inspectors: have 
found that there are few mosquitoes in 
sewers or large ponds. Most of’ those 
discovered “were in small pools @nd in 
tin cans or other receptacles tn which 
water was permitted to stand. Millions 
of mosquitoes were found in vats at the 
Tamm Glue Works at Vandeventer and 
Manchester avenues, Dr. Jordan Says. 
These were killed by the inspectors, who 
poured crude petroleum in the; Vats. e 
Dr. Jordan‘is planning to educate the 
public through the moving 3 picture 
shows. If it is found practical; he says, 
he will have one or more films made 
showing how mosquitoes develop in 
standing water.and will have these. pic- 
tures exhibited.

BOOK TELLS OF FAMOUS 
MAXWELL-PRELLER CASE 
HE book recites briefly the central 
T facts of the trunk murder. It 
tells how Hugh M. Brookes, a 
wastrel Englishman, met Arthur Prel- 
ler, a substantial salesman, on board an 
Atlantic passenger vessel to America, 
told Preller he was a titled nobleman 
named Maxwell, decoved Preller to a 
room at the Southern, gave him a hypo- 
dermic of morphia and then poured 
chloroform down, his throat; left the 
body in: a trunk and, with Preller’s 
money, fled to New Zealand, where he 
was arrested. : 

After Maxwell had been brought back 
j here and had retained counsel, ac¢ord- 
ing to the memoirs, the State’s Attorney, 
Ashley C. Clover, and Marshall F. Mc- 
Donald, special presecutor, became con- 
vinced they could not obtain a convic- 
tion on the evidence they had. They 
learned Maxwell: would.testify he had 
given Preller an overdose of chloroform 
by mistake. 

They went quietly to Furlong’s home 
one night and asked him to help them, 
according to the memoirs. After think- 
ing it over, he sent to Philadelphia for 
one of his trusted operatives, a man 
named McCulloch. He spent three weeks 
rehearsing McCulloch for the part he 
was to play. ‘This part was to get into 
prison with Maxwell, unsuspected by the 
police, and worm out the secret of the 
crime. | 

Furlong caused McCulloch, ‘then 
known as Dingfeldt, to present a forged

check for $1188.10 on the cashier of the 
Missouri Pacific. and himself arrested 
the man. .On the way to the station, 
Dingfeldt, as he thenceforward was 
known, put up a terrific battle “with 
Furlong and a patrolman, beating, Fur- 
long so unmercifully that the police 
were deceived. The matter became a 
newspaper sensation, especially when 4 
letter was found in Dingfeldt’s pockets 
to a gang of crooks in California. Fur- 
long himself wrote this letter. 

Maxwell, who was conceited, sought 
to ally himself with’ this supposedly 
famous criminal, and in their conversa- 
tions told the whole story of how he 
had murdered Preller. Until that time 
the fact that morphia had been used 
before the chloroform never had been 
suspected...

“ONE MAN VETO IN 
HUME RULE PLANK 


Former Congressman, Out for 
G. O. P. Nomination for Gov- 
ernor, Outlines Views. 








"A. Pat Murphy, former Congressman 


from the Sixteenth Missouri District, is 
in St. Louis in the interest of his can- 
didacy for the Repyblican nomination 
for Governor: *He outlined his views on 
the “home-rule’’ question for St. Louis, 
Kans City and St. Joseph, to.a Post- 
Dispat™s reporter Saturday. 

He declared that the conference at 
Jefferson City, in which Gov. Hadley 
and others participated, to discuss the 
home-rule problem had not gotten any- 
where on the question as he understands 
it. 

“If.the press accounts of what this 
conference decided upon are correc:,” 
he said, “I am opposed tto the _ pro- 
gram. It is said that the conference 
favored giving the police powers to rhe 
city, but giving the Governor or the 


Mayor the right to remove the Commis- 


sioners. 

“That isn’t home rule at all. It’s giv- 
ing One man the veto power and he can 
use it to remove any official he wishes 
until he gets the man into the place 
that he wants to put there. It will 
amount to an appointive power. 

“T am in favor of genuine home rule. 
I believe that the cities should decide 
for themselves how they shall appoint 
and remove their police commissioners 
and I+ believe that this can be done, 
with the proper courts having supervi- 
sion over the acts of the Commission- 
ers. Besides, if you are going to give to 
the cities their own Police.Commission- 
ers, why not give them their own elec- 
tion commissioners, as well, and thus 
prevent a Governor from establishing a 
political machine?’’

INITIATIVE, REFERENDUM AND 


RECALL. 

dé HE Initiative, Referendum and 

+ Recall,’’ edited by William Ben- 
ume added to the Municipal League 
series of handbooks, explaining political 
questions. In the interests of impartial- 
ity, the book is made up of chapters by 
different authors, representing different 
and usually conflicting views. The 
authors represented are in the order of 
the volume itself: Theodore Roosevelt, 
Woodrow Wilson, Robert Treat Paine, 
A. Lawrence Lowell, Lewis Jerome 
Johnson, Samuel W. McCall, Jonathan 
Bourne. Jr., Joseph N. Teal, Frederick 
V. Holman, Herbert S. Swan, Thomas 
A. Davis, Charles Dwight Willard and 
Frey Wayne Catlett. The leading arti- 
cles from Theodore Roosevelt and Wood- 
row Wilson have been previously pub- 
lished, as is the case also with some 
others in the work. The editor’s own 
position of impartiality between con- 
flicting opinions is sufficiently illustrated 
in his final sentence, when he says of 
the ‘‘recall:”’ “At its best, it has great 
potentialities for good; but at its worst, 
the recall contains endless possibilities 
of political demoralization and harm.”’ 
The reader who can decide which one 
of the two clauses in this sentence has 
the greater weight, will be able to de- 
cide how far he is being directed to a 
conclusion throughout. Otherwise, in the 
end as in the beginning, he will be left 
to decide for himself whether these 
measures represent a great reform, as 
some chapters of the work contend, or 
whether, as it would appear from others, 
they are some measures of disorganiza- 
tion, demoralization and revolution. The 
only escape from choice between these 
views is the conclusion that like other 
methods, they can never have any- 
thing more in them than can be put 
intp them by those who would find some 
other method of doing right or wrong. 

The editor does his best work in show- 
ing the mistake of those who believe 
that, singly or together, the “‘initiative, 
referendum and recall,”’ are in any sense 
political novelties. He shows that as 
the most important of the three, the 
“‘referendum’’ is merely a new name for 
an occasional American practice of long 
standing. Wherever proposed constitu- 
tions, laws, ordinances or charters have 
required a popular vote to give them ef- 
fect, the referendum has been ‘persigt- 
ently ‘practiced during the nineteenth 
century, with its most frequent use de- 
veloping finally in the ‘‘local option’’ 
referendum under which a. community 
vote at stated intervals put into effect 
or suspended the operation of a general 
law. 

While there is no element of novelty 
in this, the editor shows that in connec- 
tion with the initiative; the objects to 
substitute direct enactments by majority 
vote for legislation through elected rep- 
resentatives. In some cases, ‘perhaps in 
most, this is shown as intended only 
for a check on the unreliability of legis- 
latures as representative bodies. Here 
it may be said that it is not intended to 
“abolish representative government,”’ as 
is charged, but only to try one more 
experiment in the attempt to secure it. 
In other cases, the purpose is shown to 
be that of making the majority votethe 
immediate and direct method of con- 
trolling minorities by enactment voted 
at the polls, with the ‘recall’ as a 
method of compelling the immediate en- 
forcement of this majority vote. 


“MOLLY MeDONALD.” 
ANDALL PARRISH’S tale of-the 
~ old frontier is full of thrills. He 
evidently knows quite. as much 
about the regular army as a Siwash In- 
dian do@s about calculating an eclipse. 
This makes no difference with the en- 
tertainihg quality of the book. It reads 
well, but should be bound in cast iron if 
intended for circulation among army 
people, for its fate in those hands is to 
be frequently thrown on the floor and 
jumped on. 

Incidentally the heroine must have 
been frostproof, for she was taken from 
a ballroom in evening dress and rode a, 
horse through a blizzard for a week, fin- 
ishing uninjured; but hardy cavalry 
men who pursued her captors were 
frozen as they rode. (McClurg.) 


TRIBUTE TO WISCONSIN. 
REDERIC C. HOWE has contrib- 
7 uted several thoughtful books to 
the literature of the science of 
government. “Wisconsin, an Experi- 
ment in Democracy” is valuable because 
Piof. Howe, through his connection with 
Wisconsin University, was personally 
active in the development of the com- 
monwealth from a boss-manipulated, 
backward, corporation-ridden state to 
the most distinguished exemplar of gov- 
ernment as a science among the states 
of the Ufion. 

As a perfervid tribute to Robert M. 
La Follette the volume iis a distin- 
guished success. And if La Follette 
and the State University do not receive 
from posterity the credit for 100 per 
cent of what Wisconsin has accomp- 
lished it will not be the fault of the 
author. 

Wisconsin is fortunate in the close re- 
lation between the university and the 
state house. She has followed Germany 
in making administration a science more 
closely than any other state government. 
What she has already accomplished 
warrants the enthusiasm displayed by 
Dr. Howe. It has been of inestimable 
value to the people of Wisconsin. It 
has furnished other states with practical 
demonstration of scientific government 
and political progress that cannot be 
over estimated.

narrative of Wisconsin’s development 
written with a clearness and simplicity 
that make his work of unusual inter- 
est to the average reader, and indexed 
with a fullness that commends it for 
reference.

The reader who can decide which one 
of the two clauses in this sentence has 
the greater weight, will be able to de- 
cide how far he is being directed to a 
conclusion throughout. Otherwise, in the 
end as in the beginning, he will be left 
to decide r himself whether these 
measures represent a great reform, as 
some chapters of the work contend, or 
whether, as it would appear from others, 
they are some measurgs of disorganiza- 
tion,.demoralization ate revolution. The 
only escape from choice between these 
views is the conclusion that like other 
methods, they can never have any- 
thing more in them than can be put 
into them by those who would find some 
other method of doing right or wrong. 

The editor does his best work in show- 
ing the mistake of those who believe 
that, singly or together, the “‘initiative, 
referendum and recall,’’ are in any sense 
political novelties. He shows:that as 
the most important of the three, the 
‘‘referendum’”’ igs merely a new name for 
an occasional American practice of long 
standing. Wherever proposed constitu- 
tions, laws, ordinances or charters have 
required a popular vote to give them ef- 
fect, the referendum has been ‘persigt- 
ently practiced during the nineteenth 
century, with its most frequent use de- 
veloping finally in the ‘‘local option’’ 
referendum under which a community 
vote at stated intervals put into effect 
or suspended the operation of a general 
law. 

While there is no element of novelty 
in this, the editor shows that in connec- 
tion with the initiative, the object is to 
substitute direct enactments by majority 
vote for legislation through elected rep- 
resentatives. In some cases, perhaps in 
most, this is shown.as intended only 
for a check on the unreliability of legis- 
latures as representative bodies. Here 
it may be said that it is not intended to 
“abolish representative government,” as 
is-charged, but only to try one moré 
experiment in the attempt to secure it. 
In other cases, the purpose is shown to 
be that of making the majority vote the 
immediate and direct method of con- 
enactment voted 
at the polls, with the “recall” as a 
method of compelling the immediate en- 
forcement of this majority vote.

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CLARK PLAYS IT BOTH WAYS. _ . 
How much Speaker Clark thinks of his own 
chance to be President may be seen in the fact 
that he will not neglect to file for Congress in 
his district. 

As a horseman might put it, he is playing it 
straight and for place also. If he were still less 
of a sportsman he might even play it safer :and 
clear across the board, as the parlance goes. The 
presidential and congressional candidate could 
play it “straight, place and show” by filing also 
for Justice of the Peace. 

A big man running for Presiden would cer- 
stake his all on the greater office and 
magnanimously say to the boys in his district, 
“The presidential candidacy is enough for one 
man at one time—let somebody else have the 
congressional nomination.” . 

Does, not Clark’s running for two offices at once 
offer a fair measure of the caliber of the man 
and the essential job-loving character of the poli- 
tician? 

This is not the first time that Clark has reached 
out after another office while still holding to his 
seat in Congress in pussy-wants-a-corner style. 
In 1902 he was a candidate for Senator against 
William J. Stone, whose name now heads the 
petition to Clark to file for Congress. At that 
time Stone took a different view of it. He pub- 
licly demanded to know which Clark was running 
for—the House or the Senate—and Clark’s answer 
was a prompt withdrawal from the _ senatorial 
race. Evidently Senator Stone now has no large 
faith in the Speaker’s presidential chances, but 
desires to keep him safely in the House, where he 
will not be a possible menace to the Senator’s 
hold upon his seat. Damon also knows how to 
play it safe on his own account, while helping 
Pythias to do likewise. 

Of course, Mr Clark blames his congressional 
anchor to windward on his constituents. He is 
quoted:. “If I am not nominated for President, 
the people of my district want me to stay in Con- 
gress. Why shouldn’t I do as they want me to?” 

With all due respect, the people of his district 
bear a striking resemblance to William Joel 
Stone, and the spectacle of the Speaker in the 
hands of these friends, or this friend, is no more 
inspiring than if his multifarious candidacies 
were of his own making.

The following suggestions are offered to the 
City Plan Commission for what they are worth. 
The object being to supply two of St. Louis’ 
greatest needs at one time, first give 
transportation, and second, to inject a little 
and life into the central portion of the ci 

The proposition is to begin at, say Twelffh 
street, condemn all the property between two 
streets, either Pine and Olive or Pine and Chfst- 
nut, or perhaps Chestnut and Market to a,oint 
west perhaps as far as Grand avenue, and hen in 
some practical route farther west as far as may 
be desired. The space thus obtained, having been 
cleared of the buildings, should have a strip in 
the center elevated from 8 to‘10 feet, wide enough 
t> accommodate 8 or 10 car tracks, supported on 
either side by an ornamental concrete wall from 
3 to 4 feet higher than the grade of the tracks; 
then all the cross streets should be depressed un- 
derneath these tracks. This would leave a fine 
wide park on either side, which should be im- 
proved in the most beautiful manner possible. The 
city should also acquire, as has been suggested by 
Mr. Gundlach, the property across the street from 
this parkway, and when the parkway was ‘com- 





sale at such an advanced price as to pay the cost 
of the whole proposition, being then pre-eminently 
the finest location for é¢legant apartments, hotels, 
clubs, ete., in the city, an avenue of beauty, 
where the people can see it as they go back and 
fcrth in their regular travels. 

This scheme would not only provide transpor- 
tation and beauty forthe city, as I calculate, for 
almost no cost at all, but it would FORMEITE Te 
the whole central portion of the city.

TO WAR ON TRAMPS. 
From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

The Prison Association of New York has begun 
a concerted movement for the elimination of the 
50,000 tramps which it estimates are roaming on 
American highways and railroads, inflicting a 
loss on the latter dalculated at an average of $25,- 
000,000 and forming a fifth of all the commitments 
to American penal institutions, drunkenness alone 
exceeding vagrancy. 

The remedy proposed has already been tried 
with success in Massachusetts, where, following 
the enactment of a law compelling tramps to 
work for their meals and lodgings, in two years 
the number of vagrants reported in that State 
shrank from 23,341 to 254. New York is estab- 
lishing a farm colony where the same method 
will be followed, But these, of course, only serve 
to drive the tramps to other states, just as ex- 
pelling them from one community only passes 
them on to another. The Prison Association 
wants concerted action under national auspices, 
supported by the states, designed to compel every 
vagrant discovered to go to work. The cost of 
this treatment would be much less, it is urged, 
than in temporizing with the evil by mistaken 
charity, and the railroads, as the chief sufferers, 
are expected to contribute to the movement.
